barger, ar. economist with the 
K ansas City bank. 


He said the favorable pros­ 
pects for next year depend on 
good w eather for crop produc­ 
tion, favorable profit m argins 
for livestock 
feeders, strong 
foreign dem and and continued 
growth in the economy. 


While dem and is expected to 
be good next year, H arshbarger 
said, large supplies are ex­ 
pected to put some downward 
pressure on prices, particularly 
during the second half when 
livestock production is expected 
to expand m ore rapidly. 


H arshbarger said gross farm 


income was likely to be up 
somewhat in 1976 but continued 
increases in production costs 
might leave net income a little 
below the $25 billion forecast 
for this year,

The HOD drives left of center, 
and that was the number two 
cause of 1974 fatal accidents. 
Then comes failure to yield 
right of way, improper over­ 
taking, making improper turns 
and following too closely—and 
the arrogant and irresponsible 
HOD is guilty of all these. 
Police files in one state show a 
HOD who is

arrested an average of 2.3 times 
a year, has held his license 
legally for only three months 
during the 11 years, yet he 
continues to drive, says the 
NAIA. 
Records from another state 
show 1,365 convictions for 100 
habitual offenders.

Its law stated 
that any driver with three major 
or 12 minor traffic convictions 
within a 10-year period was to be 
certified as a Habitual Offender 
Driver, lose his driver’s license 
for 10 years and go to prison for 
one to five years if caught 
driving after losing his license.

One expert has estimated that 
10 planes, each loaded with 
10,000 pounds of dry biological 
warfare material, could scatter 
enough bacteria over the United 
States to knock out one-third of 
the population.

United States, Soviet Union and 
other nations agreed to destroy 
their 
biological 
stocks. 
Congressional 
investigators 
disclosed last September that 
the Central Intelligence Agency 
had defied a presidential order 
and was still hoarding deadly 
toxins. 
The loudest protests came 
from 
Moscow 
The 
Soviet 
newspaper Izvestia condemned 
the CIA’s “criminal practices.” 
Moscow Radio howled at the 
“ crude violations” of the UN 
germ warfare convention. 
From top intelligence sources, 
however, we have established 
that the Soviets stepped up their 
own efforts to produce lethalg 
germs at the same time that 
they 
were denouncing 
the 
United 
States. 
(The 
CIA, 
meanwhile, has complied with 
the President’s directive.) 
The Soviet Embassy’s chief 
medical 
diplomat, 
Dr. 
Vyacheslav Stepanov, has tried 
to weasle suspicious information 
from 
at 
least 
three U.S. 


government scientists. 
The three attended a genetic 
symposium last February at 
Asilomar, Calif. Stepanov was 
not present, but other Soviet 
scientists heard the Americans 
discuss “genetics engineering.” 
This can be used to create new 
animals 
breeds 
and 
insect 
strains. 
For example, bacteria could 
be 
created 
that 
would 
be 
resistant to any known drugs. 
There 
would

way, 
theoretically, to stop these killer 
germs from wiping out entire 
populations. 
After the California meeting. 
Stepanov began courting some 
of the U. S. scientists who had 
attended. 
Top 
intelligence 
sources describe the bluff, ar­ 
ticulate Stepanov as more than a 
simple scientist; 
he is also a 
suspected KGB operative. 
His efforts 
to 
elicit 
in­ 
formation that could help the 
Soviets advance their germ 
warfare research were obvious. 
Some 
of 
the 
Americans, 
therefore, spoke to the security 
office at the National Institutes 
of Health The FBI was notified. 


Our intelligence sources told 
us flatly that Stepanov isn’t 
interested merely in academic 
research but is gathering in­ 
telligence. One source said that 
Stepanov is trying to “turn” 
some American scientist, that is 
to persuade him to defect or to 
pass information to the em­ 
bassy. 
He 
is 
also 
watching 
the 
movements of the U. S. scien­ 
tists. If they should gather at 
some medical facility, it would 
alert the Soviets of a possible 
new development in genetics. 
Footnote: 
Dr. 
Stepanov 
conceded to us that he had 
spoken to U.S. scientists

that the information he sought 
could be used for both “positive 
and negative” purposes. But he 
insisted that his interest was 
purely “positive.”

But the Agriculture Depar­ 
tment, not General Mills, is 
printing and distributing the 
booklet. Thus the taxpayers are 
footing the bill for a massive 
General Mills promotion. 
The House memo, prepared 
for Rep.

has 
shelled out $71,000 to print the 
General Mills booklet and that 
the Government Printing Office 
is also mailing it to General 
Mills’ customers at public ex­ 
pense.

WASHINGTON - The fighter 
who hasn't lost one hasn’t fought 
one. So it musi 
come to all 
leaders, even the immovable 
labor chief George Meany and 
his construction trade union 
colleagues, whose determination 
to get President Ford politically 
now is as hard as their hats. 
By vetoing the common situs 
picketing and construction in­ 
dustry 
collective 
bargaining 
bill, 
Gerld Ford 
and 
his 
anonymous “kitchen cabinet" 
(Mel Laird et al.), who weeks 
ago convinced him to kill the 
bill, unleashed a political and 
economic avalanche First, this 
victory 
for 
the 
Associated 
General 
contractors, 
the 
National 
Association 
of 
Manufacturers, 
the 
national 
Chamber 
of 
Commece, 
the 
virtually 
unknown 
Businessmen’s 
Round 
Table 
(about 
150 of the nation’s chief 
executives) and the Right to 
Work Committee, has unified 
the contending political forces 
inside the AFL-CIO 
So, unless the Democratic 
party 
nominates 
a 
George 
McGovern or a George Wallace, 
the AFL-CIO high command will 
abandon the neutrality of 1972 
(which enabled Dick Nixon to 
win the 
most overwhelming 
victory in American history) 
and 
endorse any 
candidate 
named for President in Madison 
Square Garden. Beginning in 
mid-February, 
the 
AFL-CIO 
executive council in its mid­ 
winter session will start giving 
Mr. 
Ford 
the 
McGovern 
treatment. 
Thus for a while ends the 
traditional friendship between

While the Congress of the United States huffs and puffs 
and consumes a tremendous amount of time and money 
debating the issue of conservation of our natural 
resources,

quietly ahead, providing effective ways to conserve. 
Example: 
the development, 
by an independent 
manufacturer of gas ranges, of an automatic “pilotless" 
ignition which eliminates the need for pilot lights on gas 
ranges, water heaters, dryers and space heaters. The 
elimination of the gas-fired pilot light will mean the 
savings of millions of cubic feet of precious natural gas. 
In one state alone — New York — Public Service Com­ 
mission authorities estimate that 44 billion cubic feet of 
natural gas is consumed yearly by pilot lights on all 
appliances. So important and significant do the New 
York State officials consider the matter that they are 
contemplating the enactment of legislation which would 
require the substitution of automatic pilotless ignitors for 
the pilot lighters on all appliances sold after 1978. 
There have been ominous news stories of thousands ot 
workers who will be laid off this winter because* of the 
shortage of natural gas. Obviously, the time to initiate 
conservation is now . Thanks to the iniative of American 
industry, it is possible for the housewife to practice 
kitchen conservation by insisting that all new appliances 
be* those without wasteful, costly pilot lights.

The 52-47 Senate vote last month to close down our one 
and only anti-missile defense site at Grand Forks, North 
Dakota, is one of those particular acts of folly that stand 
out and require specific comment. 
It is a particularly dangerous action because it signals 
to the enemy and the world that the U.S. is now formally 
abandoning all efforts to protect its ICBM bases from a 
nuclear first-strike by the Soviet Union.

But now there is strong evidence that the Soviets have 
cheated on this understanding and that they have con­ 
ducted sufficient tests to upgrade more than 1000 SAM-5 
anu-aircraft missiles into a nationwide AM* v ia b ility . 
While the Senate action closing down Grand forks 
precludes even the testing of an ABM system that cost 
nearly $6 billion to develop, th 
* - 
have a 
missile defense foi nearly all of then 
uni p laical, 
industrial and military targets. 
In the complex military- political rivalry which Soviet 
ambition and ideology have forced upon the United 
States, perceived power can be almost as important as 
its actuality in the eyes of the world's fence sitters. One 
of these days the Soviet Union is likely to claim before the 
world to have an effective missile defense which, in 
combination with its huge superiority in offensive 
missiles,will create the impression of an invincible 
military’ superiority over the United States. The entire 
world 
situation could

Statistically, the number of 
HDDs is few, only about 5 per 
cent of the driving population, 
but the wake of destruction they 
leave is enormous. 
The Habitual Offender Driver 
drives too fast, and the number 
one cause of all fatal accidents 
on rural 
roads in 1974 was 
speeding 
The HOD drives left of center, 
and that was the number two 
cause of 1974 fatal accidents 
Then comes failure to yield 
right of way, improper over­ 
taking, making improper turns 
and following too closely—and 
the arrogant and irresponsible 
HOD is guilty of all these. 
Police files in one state show a 
HOD who 
is 
11 
years 
was 
arrested 25 times for traffic 
violations—10 arrests for drunk 
driving, 10 for driving under 
suspension, 
and 
five 
for 
speeding, reckless driving and 
running a red light He has been 


arrested an average of 2.3 times 
a year, has held his license 
legally for only three months 
during the 11 
years, yet he 
continues to drive, says the 
NAIA 
Records from another state 
show 1,365 convictions for 100 
habitual offenders. Still another 
state shows one man with 32 
convictions that have cost him 
over $5.000 Despite his revoked 
d riv ers 
license, 
he 
is 
still 
driving, 
The NAIA, which represents 
independent insurance agents in 
each state, has long campaigned 
for laws to get the HDDs off the 
road and keep them off, which 
means putting them in jail if 
necessary 
In 1968. Virginia became the 
first state to pass habitual of­ 
fender legislation Its law stated 
that any driver with three major 
or 12 minor traffic convictions 
within a 10-year period was to be 
certified as a Habitual Offender 
Driver, lose his driver’s license 
for 10 years and go to prison for 
one to five years if caught 
driving after losing his license 
When the law went into effect 
in Virginia. 36 HDDs didn’t 
believe it They did after they 
started serving time in the state 
penitentiary.

BLOOMFIELD — Greg Miller was dribbling the ball down the 
court against a Sikeston press when he temporarily lost control. 
From his point of view, the infraction was obvious and flagrant to 
Bulldog guard Harold Dockins who, through wild waving of his arms 
indicated the same to referee Tom Hoover. However, at the same 
time, Dockins’ teammate Jeff Limbaugh rushed tup to try to steal 
the loose ball from Miller and instead, managed to stumble into the 
Dexter guard, evoking a shrill blast from the other referee’s whistle 
and infuriating Dockins more than he could bear. The volatile 
Sikeston backcourt ace grabbed the free rolling basketball and 
slammed it to the court but — wonder of wonders — no technical foul 
was indicated, much to the concern and disgust of the Dexter crowd. 
And that was it — the lone call that seemed to go the right way for the 
snake-bit Sikeston Bulldogs while they were dropping their first loss 
of the year, 62-61, to the Dexter Bearcats. 


“I just can’t figure out how they could play man-to-man defense 
(Sikeston was in a zone for most of the game) and stay even with us 
in rebounds for the first half and yet only foul half as much,” puzzled 
Sikeston coach Buddy Spears after the game. Although the Sikeston 
coach laid most of thé blame for the loss on too many turnovers and 
poor shooting, it’s no fabrication to say that the Bulldogs were 
denied victory by all the activity at the free throw line. Not only in 
the last three or four minutes, when the Bulldogs were forced to slap 
at it every time the ball as exposed, but throughout the game, fouls 
were whistled on the eventual losers at a rate of two to one. And, the 


free throws piled up. 
Greg Miller canned 11 of 14 free throws, including ten of 12 in that 
hectic fourth period, and the Bearcats were good on 24 of 32 tries. On 
the other hand, the Bulldogs didn’t even go to the line until the fourth 
period and finished with five of eight — a difference of 19. With a one 
point difference in the final score, indignation on the Sikeston side is 
understandable, if not totally justified. 
The night began on a sour note when Spearrs notified the media 
that Harold Dockins, who had blistered the nets for 33 points in the 
previous game, possibly had a cracked wrist and wouldn’t start.

Paul Engel believes this is the 
prim e requirem ent, “ the whole 
thing is based on using a work 
force to raise money.”

spent several weeks in a “ sell­ 
ing team ” of five young people 
selling flowers in Oregon and 
northern California. "We would 
buy some arm fuls of flowers 
for $30 each morning, and sell 
them for at least a $500 profit 
each day,” she said. 
They were forbidden to spend 
the money on themselves. “ We 
slept in parks, and ate peanut 
butter sandwiches, passing the 
money on to the team leader.” 
K aren said she knew of one

When 1 
w as in the movement I thought 
it w as natural enough for him 
to get it. One reason I never 
went back to them is that not 
one penny was given to the 
poor people, those who needed 
it. It was used to finance the 
grand lifestyle of the cult lead­ 
e rs.”

Roth is in poor physical health, 
but hopes to get a job soon. 
Karen Horowitz said: “ I was

because there

nothing inside their heads any­ 
m ore.” 
Karen is working in a super­

The events that peaked in the 
top stories of the year had be­ 
gun long before — a war finally 
over; the radicalism and youth 
culture of the ’60s playing out a 
strange, almost pathetic end­ 
ing; the plight of cities over­ 
reaching their revenues to pay 
for goals fashioned in a weal­ 
thier time; the adjustment of 
the nation to new economic im­ 
peratives; the rearrangement 
of government caught between

The year, as tie editors saw 
it, appeared to be one of reas­ 
sessment and turning inward.
